INTERESTING NOTES FROM: 


In the U.S. Numisnews column of the August, 1984 issue of COINS, comes the 
information that the current estimate of Double-die cent mintage for 1983 is up to 
about 5,000 to 6,000. This is truly a substantial raise from the previous estimate 
of 1,000 to 1,500 pieces. The information came from dealer Robert N. Brock of Fort 
Walton Beach, Fla. who is heavily into buying and selling this variety. The latest 
source of these coins has been Lewiston, Pa. where residents made a run on the local 
bank's supply of cents. Both circulated and uncirculated examples were being found. 
| haven't heard of any being found west of Pennsylvania--wonder if anyone in this 
area has found one? 


Remember my little dissertation on ''rainbow'' money in the July Token Hunter? 
An article in the August COIN WHOLESALER indicates the use of colored money may not 
be so far away. Battelle Memorial Institute in Columbus, Ohio apparently are now 
conducting tests to see how easily peopie can spot counterfeits of these proposed 
rainbow bills. An unidentified researcher from Battelle indicates that the bills are 
the same size, shape and design as current currency but with colored backgrounds that 
use iridescent metallic inks. According to the article, the Treasury Dept. concerned 
about the use of color copiers to counterfeit money, is expected to decide this year 
when to switch to a more secure type of currency.
